Christmas Traditions 

We all have Christmas traditions that bring back memo- 
ties from years past all while making new ones. 

The Elba Christmas Parade has become a new tradition 
for my family since moving to Elba in 2020. Like many 
of you, we also look forward to the Trawick Christmas 
lights in Enterprise, seasonal treats, family gatherings, and 
Christmas programs at church. Sometimes we forget how 

_ Inuch we love our traditions until eesti ra prevents us 


from enjoying them. 


Each year, my mother would by an ornament for each of 
her children to hang on the Christmas tree while they lived 
at home. When Christmas was over, that ornament and all 
my other ornaments, whether previously gifted or made, 
would go into a zip lock bag with my name on it until the 
next year. The weekend after Thanksgiving, the tree would 
go up, and I would take my bag of ornaments and hang 


them on the tree. 


The year after I graduated and moved out, I showed up 
the weekend after Thanksgiving to find my ornaments al- 
ready hanging on the tree. As an 18-year-old, I pitched a 
5-year-old fit! My mother and I both learned that day how 
attached I was to that Christmas tradition. 

Jesus is on record condemning certain man-made tra- 
ditions in Mark 7:1-13 as they were contrary to the com- 
mandments of God. In Galatians 1:14, Paul describes Jew- 
ish teaching and practice as the “traditions of my fathers.” 
In Colossians 2:8 He warns of empty “human tradition” 
that takes them captive. In other words, not all traditions 
are good nor bad. After all, Paul describes the gospel as a 
tradition in 2 Thessalonians employing the church to “hold 


firm” to that tradition. 


Traditions are as old as history, but I want to encour- 
age you to evaluate yours this holiday season. Ask, “does 
this tradition honor the Lord?” Even if the answer is no, it 
doesn’t mean you have to abandon the tradition necessar- 
ily. Perhaps you can find a way to insert Jesus Christ in the 


middle of it. 


While looking at lights remind others that Jesus is the 
truth light. While opening gifts, remind others that Jesus 
gives the greatest gift, the gift of salvation. If there is no 
room for Jesus in your current traditions, there is no better 
time to start a new tradition that features Him.
